\TUson, of the J. C. Wilson Co.. society 
and club man, and a prominent stock 
broker, wjth offices in the Mills Build- 
ing:, was indicted by the Federal Grand 
Jury at noon today, together with his 
partner, B. A. Wilbrand and Peter Burk, 
a. veteran stock manipulator and con- 
fidential clerk, 
TV ho has been employed 


on the exchanges and in broker's of- 
fices off and on lor thirty years. 
The accusations against the trio Is con- 


spiracy to procure CliAiles F. Baker to 
abstract funds from a. National Banking 
association. 
Through the indictment of 


these prominent figures along the street, 
the details of the operations of Charles 
F. Baker, former assistant cashier of 
the Crocker National Bank, are revealed 
and all that is mysterious in regard to his 
thefts Is made known. Bench warrants 
•were ordered Issued for the accused men 
and their bonds have been fixed 
at 


$10,000.

THEFTS TOTAL $127,000. 


The exact amount of Baker's stealings 


In dealing -with the three brokers named 
is placed at $127,000. 


The testimony of clerks in the- 
em- 


ploye of E. S. Hutton and company, the 
J. C. Wilson company. .and the telephone 
operator of the Crocker National Bank, 
contributed to the finding of the true 
bills by the grand jury this morning. 
It Is claimed that Baker was under 
the domination of Burk. 
The latter Is 
said to have made his investments for 
him and advised him In all things. 
He 


first Introduced Baker at E. S. Hutton 
and company, and later the pair trans- 
ferred their accounts to the J. C. Wilson 
company, where it appeared under the 
name of George Blake. 


OPERATIONS REVEALED. 


Sometime, It Is alleged, $50,000 a day 
was won or lost by Baker in his oper- 
ations. It was his custom, -when he lost 
to use the name of Blake and to make 
out a cashier's check in favor of Wilson 
for 
bonds alleged 
to have been pur- 


chased by the 
latter in behalf of the 
bank. 


In connection with the covering up of 
these losses It Is said Baker also dipped 
Into the funds of Charles Crocker, which 
were under his control. It is claimed that 
Crocker, from year to year, never looked 
at his coupons and securities, so sure 
was his confidence In Baker. 
The 
culpability of Wilson 
and Wil- 


brand Is alleged in connection with the 
fact that when. Baker won the firm was 
ordered to make out the check in 
his 


name, whereas when he lost "Blake" was 
held responsible and a roundabout way 
taken of reimbursing the broker. It is 
said also that it is the habit of the 
brokerage firms to look up their clients 
In the directories of Dunn and Bradstrcet 
and that they could not but know that 
Baker was using funds other than hla 
own. 


According to the Indictment and the 


evidence of witnesses, Baker was a weak 
vessel and was Instructed and advised 
throughout by Burk. 


Tho indictment 
of such 
prominent 
brokers as Wilson 
and Wilbrand was 
learned almost Immediately on the street 
and created a flurry. Bush street and 
Montgomery street were talking about it 
this afternoon and speculation was rife 
as to what would be the outcome.

RELAPSE FROM AUDIENCES 


Tracheal Bronchitis Develops and Fever Rises 


ROME, April 12.-The condition of the Pope is becoming 


steadily worse. 
The Vatican guards have been doubled to 


insure that no one shall enter. 


The Pope has suffered another relapse. 
Tracheal bronchitis 


has developed. At 6:10 p. m. today the Pope's fever had reached 
103. The condition of the Pope is regarded as grave, especially 
because of his weak state. This has caused the fear to arise that 
he will be unable to overcome the new attack. The relapse is not 
yet generally known, even among the,Vatican officials. 


The Osscvatoro Romano, the Vatican 


official newspaper. published this after- 
noon the following bulletin. "On April 
7th, the Pope fell ill of a relapse of in-] 
fluenza with symptoms of tracheal bron- 
chitis.

In preparation for the ceremonw a 


speakers' stand and bandstand had been 
erected near tha fountain. City ottiicals 
and their wives gathered on the large 
stand to witness the affair and the large

Edith Latham, son and daughter of the 
late James H. and Henrietta Marshall 
Latham of this city, and was given under 
tho auspices of tho Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals.

HUMANE OFFICER SPEAKS. 


1. C. Judkins, president of the Oakland 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, raid In part: 
"Ra^'d, it least. 01 outward manifesta-

field than this city for men and women 
of wealth to perpetuate the deed** nr\<1 
memories of those near and dear to them 
by filling these parks with monuments 
and fountains of beauty and utility.

BERKELEY. April 12.—This city 
is 
voting very lightly today OP. the three 
bond Issues, for fire department, sewers 
and 
playgrounds, 
respectively, 
whfch 
have been submitted liy the city council. 
It seemed probable thin morning that the 
vote wculd be somewhere about 2000, with 
2500 as a possible maximum. The city 
cast 7500 votes out of a registration of 
18,000 at last Saturday's election for mu- 
nicipal officials, but far less interest was 
displayed in the bond questions to be 
decided today. 


Three Issues have been submitted for 
decision. One Is for $475,000 for a new 
sewer system. The present system was 
built to accommodate the city's popula- 
tion In. 18S4, dud has only been repaired 
from time to time since then. New storm 
and outfall sewers are proposed. A sec- 
ond proposal Is for the betterment of the 
fire department to the extent of $9n,000. 
This will provide sites and new buildings, 
as well as numerous additions to tho 
equipment. 


A third proposition calls for $236,000 for 
playgrounds for children. Sites adjacent 
to schools have been selected In all parts 
of the city. 


There has been no organized opposition 
to the bonds, though individual opposi- 
tion has not been lacking. It was con- 
sidered this morning that the fire bonds 
had th« best chance of passage and the 
playground bonds the poorest. The only 
argument advanced against the bonds 
during the campaign was that of Increase 
of taxes.

Baceus said in part:

.at the minimum of expense and at the 
same time not be niggardly with labor or 
material.

MANY STREETS LAID. 


"The result has been the laying of many 


miles of new streets, the construction Qf 
•more than 100 miles of sewers, and a sav- 
ins of many thousands of dollars In the 
sprinkling and cleaning of the streets: I 
realized from the first that the downtown 
and principal streets of the city had not 
been given proper attention. While work 
had been done it had been, to a certain 
extent. In a haphazard way. I outlined 
a plan of campaign calling for only stan- 
dard asphalt for these ehief streets and 
ns a result permanent pavement has been 
laid in many of the downtown streets" and 
the work is now being done in Grove 
street to the Berkeley line; in Telegraph 
avenue to Fifty-second 
street, 
and in 


Broadway to College avenue. 
Contracts 


have been let for similar work in Thir- 
teenth street, from Clay street west, and 
Grand avenue, from Harrison to Cove 
streets. 


OIL MACADAM USED. 


1 "Oil macadam has been laid on several 
miles of streets, principally in the East 
Oakland district^ I intend to have all the 
streets in, this, district improved with oil 
macadam "by 1915. During my adminis- 
tration over 30 miles of oil macadam has 
been laid and over 10 miles of permanent 
pavement. We have also taken up the 
work of laying sidewalks and have con- 
structed more than 50 miles during my 
term of office. As you krow, the annexed 
district was badly in need of sewer out- 
lets when I took office.

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Moral Lesson of a Tragedy. 


Without offering a suggestion of^an apology for the profes- 


sional slaver or an excuse for the mitigation of any penalty which 
law imposes on him for the infamous part in the propagation of 
vice and the traffic in woman's frailty, he is not altogether re- 
sponsible for the debauchery, degradation and horrifying experi- 
ences associated with the social evil. A big share of the moral 
responsibility often comes direct to the domestic hearthstone. 
This fact is distinctly illustrated in the revelations which have 
followed the double tragedy which occurred in this city on Tues- 
day afternoon which have laid bare not only the unnatural rela- 
tions existing between a white woman o£ the underworld and a 
young Japanese, but the low standard of family morality associ- 
ated with her early life and the decadent and degrading parental 
influence exerted in the home circle. Letters found on her per- 
son addressed to her father indicate plainly that she had volun- 
tarily entered on a career of vice and was not lured into it by any 
white slaver for the wages of sin, and that the character of the 
life she was leading was known to him and had not affected their 
confidential correspondence or the domestic ties. They indicate', 
also, that he belongs to a low type of his race whose moral sense 
is blunted and who has no sense of shame, for she foreshadows 
the tragedy in which she and her Japanese paramour were vic- 
tims, and the causes of it, in one of the letters, written on the 
day of her tragic death: ''Dear Pa—I came very near being 
killed last night, as a Jap was after me with a gun. I bulled him 
out of some money; and promised to marry him. I was scared 
for a while." 


No daughter who had been properly reared would have writ- 


ten such a letter, much less would it have bosn written to a parent 
who had any respect for morality or any concern for the moral 
status of his offspring. 


The crusade against vice should direct a large share of its ef- 


fort toward the elevation of morals in the home-circle; to the im- 
pressing upon parents the great responsibilities resting on them 
in the training of their children, so that they may walk through 
the rest of their lives in the way they should go. Where a high 
standard of morals is cultivated and maintained in the home, 
there is little inducement to the white slaver to enter or the 
tempter to wile with his glittering allurements. 


Appreciation of a Long Pastorate,

for the spiritual welfare of his flock for a period of twenty years

as a citizen. 


Last Thursday evening marked the close of the second decade 


of Dr. Friedlander's pastorate and the board of directors and the 
officers of the congregation visited him in a body at his home 
in Piedmont to tender to him a warmer tribute than.they paid 
him ten years ago of their continued appreciation of his faithful 
services as their spiritual leader. Dr. Friedlander has done splendid 
work for the congregation during the twenty years of its leader- 
ship and elevated it to the front rank of religious bodies of all 
denominations arid creeds in the community. Meantime his 
activities for the civic welfare of Oakland have correspondingly 
increased and his worth as a citizen devoted to the best social 
and moral interests of the city is today higher than it ever has 
been. 


The present municipal administration is harmonious, progres- 


sive, efficient and thoroughly honest. If the voters wish to keep 
it so, they will re-elect Commissioners Baccus and Anderson. 
.They will wrong the city and themselves if they vote to make 
changes which are certain to be abortive and disappointing.

Disestablishment in Wales. 


A London established church organ declares that the bill for 


the disestablishment of the Church of England in Wales pending 
before Parliament is a menace to the integrity of the government 
and a blow against religious sentiment among the people. 'Both 
charges are utterly false. The Welsh people are the most loyal to 
the crown and most devoted religionists in the United Kingdom. 
But. at least six-sevenths of the Welsh people are non-conform- 
ists—that is, in their form of worship, church government and 
some of the tenets of their religious faith they do not conform to 
the creed of the established Church of England and they strenu- 
ously, and very reasonably, object to being taxed to support a re- 
ligious organization with which they are conscientiously not in 
sympathy and never attend its places of worship. Their own dis- 
senting or non-conformist houses of worship have been erected 
and are being supported wholly by the voluntary contributions

No tithes for the support 
of the Church of England are imposed on the Roman Catholics of 
Ireland or on the Presbyterians of Scotland. The Welsh non- 
conformists ask, with good reason, why they : lust pay taxes to 
support an alien church.

Holland-American Steamship Company, one of the largest ocean 
carriers in the world. Two of the company's, directors are at 
present inspecting the waterfront improvements on both sides of 
the bay. The great corporation realizes the commercial impor- 
tance of the canal opening and is planning to extend the activi- 
ties of its ocean liners to the Pacific Coast. Its big freighters 
now trade with all the principal por-ts. on the eastern side of the 
continent from Havana and Mexican ports to the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence. 


The tour of inspection of these Dutch steamship directors is 


not limited to San Francisco. It includes an examination into 
the facilities which San Diego, Los Angeles, Portland and Seattle 
have for ships of the type which the company owns or which 
they are preparing to provide in time for the canal opening.

'calls.' 
If 'every suit is a fighting 


suit,' as wo claim (and as It cer- 
tainly is) why not bid whichever of 
these fighting suits we hold? If 
open with 'one-bids' (as I think we 
should) our partners can make warn- 


^ ing over-calls when our bids do not 
' suit them. If every player follows 


this rule, if he bids low enough to 
leave room for warnings, and If he 
knows his rules for raisers, I cannot 
see the necessity for any further con- 
ventions of bid." 


^ 
The only fair "way to play "auction" 


is to bid your hand for what It Is 
worth, and to finesse and play as 
strong a game as you can. A good 
player Is never satisfied with making 
ono or two odd. To make the most 
possible out of a poor hand is to be 
a good auction bridge player. 


But one hopes that our Oakland 


players will not adopt to any great 
extent the conventional calls, which 
can make of "auction" so great a 
burden.

T is said "Man speaketh with three tongues—the 
word, the tone and the gesture." Correct poise is 
the mastery of all these. Balzac say?, in his "Com- 
edie Humaine," "We acquire the faculty of impos- 
ing silence upon our lips,'upon our eyes, upon our 
eyebrows and upon our foreheads; the hand alone 


does not dissemble." No feature is more expressive than the 
hand. The hand is the victim of emotion without forethought. 
The graceful path to this dexterity and the education and con- 
trol of it is through physical exercise. No part of the body ap- 
peals so sympathetically to the Delsartian method as the 
hands. Because it is the highest method, combining ethical 
and mental with physical culture. Hands can be vitalized and 
devitalized. Even stiff, awkward hands become relaxed and 
graceful in repose. And much nerve force is exhausted by 
women who keep the motionless hand vitalized with as grim 
determination as if it were clinging to a lifeline. Gestures 
are outward expressions of inward emotion. When you ac- 
quire poise you will have complete control of the hands and 
body, and you will move so gracefully and naturally that the 
method of art whereby you acquire the ability will be entirely 
concealed. All constrained, tense, awkward movements must 
be'shunned. A position of repose should be restful to gaze 
upon. The action of giving a flower or a book should be done 
gracefully. And the action of taking a fan or a cup of tea 
should be graceful to behold. 


Besides having a graceful motion of the body, one needs a 


wideawake, energetic bearing. This does not mean nervous 
activity, but the alert, alive movements thai, signify splendid 
vitality and an interest in life. Don't drag yourself about, 
whiningly complaining of the state of your health. 
Carry 


yourself with grace, learn to sit properly. 
Stand correctly, 


and under no circumstances allow your body to settle down 
on your bones. The body must be supported by the muscles. 
The chest must be held up, the spine kept straight and the 
weight placed on the balls of the feet. 


Practice walking on your tiptoes for five minutes daily. It 


will help you to place the weight of the body where it belongs 
—on the balls of the feet. This gives a graceful poise to the 
figure. It is a frightful thing to see a woman shuffling alone, 
hips forward, chest caved in, chin drooping—all giving the im- 
pression of despondency, dependency and general unloveliness. 
No one wishes to be seen with such a person. Her influence 
is depressing. Carry your head so that you can look every- 
one squarely in the face. • That's the only way to do.
